In an effort to help these young adults 
understand the consequences of driving 
while under the influence of alcohol or 
just riding in the car of a drunk driver, 
Antioch Community High School's 
Student Assistance Program Director 
Cathy Cratty, along with the financial 
support of Dave Brook of the Antioch 
Domino's Pizza franchise, brought a 
special expert to the school to give the 
students a stirring, inspirational speech on 
his experiences with teens driving drunk. 

His name is Lt. Pete Collins of the 
Mississippi Highway Patrol and he has, 
in his words, committed the cardinal sin 
of letting his police work become 
personal and his reason for living. 

"As sure as God has made green 



apples, I've committed the cardinal sin of 
life. I've let my job become personal," 
said Collins to two groups of juniors and 
seniors set to go to the school's prom on 
May 7, "People have said that I'm crazy.

CLC board seeks approval 
to meet ADA requirements 



The College of Lake County board of 
trustees have voted to seek approval from 
the Illinois Community College Board for 
about $345,000 in renovations on the 
Grayslake and Lakeshore campuses to 
comply with the Americans with Disabil- 
ities Act. The renovations will include 
modifying elevators, water coolers, bath- 
room facilities and doorways. 

If the projects are approved by ICCB, 
the college has the option of funding 
them through a Life Safety tax levy, But, 
according to Arthur E. Kent, vice presi- 
dent for administrative affairs and the col- 
lege's chief financial officer, the levy 
would be restricted by "the property tax cap 
and would not increase taxpayers' bills. 

The board also voted to seek permis- 
sion from the ICCB to apply an already 
awarded capital renewal grant allocation of 
$79,300 toward widening Lancer Lane and 
constructing a new entry into the east 
parking lot. The work would be performed 
as part of the construction of the new 
multi-use classroom building and instruc- 
tional performing arts building. Construc- 
tion of the two buildings scheduled to be- 
gin early this summer. 

Also related to facilities, the board ap- 
proved a new rental space agreement with 
the Lake County Area Vocational Center 
specifying a rale of $117,700 in fiscal 
year 1993-94 and $126,000 for fiscal year 



1994-95. The negotiated rate, a seven per- 
cent increase in each of the two years, 
provides the college with additional class- 
room rental space and covers increasing 
maintenance costs. 

The board also approved a student sen- 
ate initiative to raise funds for scholar- 
ships through construction of a walkway 
made from bricks designated with the 
names of donors. The event will be held 
in the spring of 1993; each brick will cost 
$30. Funds raised will be applied toward 
the Talent Leadership Awards and the 
Jackie Dungan Memorial Scholarship. 

Additionally, the board approved fund- 
raising program areas proposed by the 
CLC Foundation for fiscal year 1994. 
These include institutional grants to sup- 
port faculty and staff projects, scholar- 
ships for international study and the Tal- 
ent-Leadership awards program, and a cap- 
ital campaign to raise funds for the in- 
structional performing arts building. 

In his monthly report, President 
Daniel J. LaVista informed the board that 
CLC will work with a non-profit group — 
Reduction/Recycling Education and Ac- 
tion for County Health— in conducting an 
environmental audit of the college's cur- 
rent recycling and waste disposal practices 
and in developing goals for increasing re- 
cycling and reducing garbage.

emotional presentation centered- on. the. 
experiences he has witnessed during his 
15-ycar career as a stale trooper. 

These stories told sad talcs of young 
people, 15 to 18 years of age, who didn't 
make it to graduation day after being 
killed at prom parties where alcohol was 
served. One youth was the class president 
and had just introduced Collins to his 
classmates the day before he died in an 
alcohol -relaicd car wreck that also killed 
three of his classmates. 

"Someone in this room will not make 
it to the graduation stage to accept that 
diploma next month if statistics hold 
true," said Collins. "I hope that I'm 
wrong, but chances arc someone will not 
make it." 

Collins also told the story of how he 
became so personal with his work and the 
lives of the 30,000 students he speaks to 
each year at similar rallies against drunk 
driving. 

"A beautiful young girl, who survived 
a terrible head-on collision with a drunk 
driver in a pick-up truck, asked me from 
the back scat if she was going to die," 
said Collins. "I told her God loved her and 
I loved her and that I was going to get 
some help to get her out. She didn't make 
it and I never got to keep my promise to 
her." 

Collins said the family of that young 
girl who changed his life forever, lost all 
three of their children in that crash. It was 



one of the hardest calls on a family's 
home.thal he has ever had to make. 
. "To kill me, you would not have to 
shoot me," said Collins. "All you would 
have to do was to come to my home and 
tell me that my son Jeffrey would never 
be coming home again. He is allthat I 
have." 

Cratty added after the presentation that 
she witnessed a metamorphosis of the 
students from the. beginning of Collins' 
presentation to the finale. 

"The kids were not really paying close 
attention to him at the beginning," said 
Cratty. "But they sure were quiet after he 
began to tell his stories." 

Cratty added that she wished she could 
have scheduled Collins later in the week, 
but added it was close enough to prom and 
graduation that it should make an impact 
on the student's activities for the next few 
weeks. 

"This was real important for the 
students to hear," said Cratty. "I'm glad to 
see that they paid attention to him and his 
message." 

Understand his message indeed, as 
several students rushed to the stage in the 
ACHS auditorium to greet Collins after 
his presentation. 

He left them with this advice: 

"When your mother or father sit you 
down and tell you something, they are not 
trying to run your life," said Collins. 
"They just don't want to have an empty 
chair at the di nncr table."

Flooding dilemma 



Man courts his own 
destruction by building 
homes in natural flood 
plain areas. 

One of the maddening things about 
flood control is that Mother Nature has 
her due, controls or not. Army Corps of 
Engineer officials are bantering around a 
proposed $136 million program to protect 
Des Plaines River flood-prone areas like 
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North Libertyville Estates. All well and 
good. The state of Illinois built a dam at 
McHenry many years ago to control the 
Fox River and still there is periodic 
flooding in waterfront areas around 
Antioch and Fox Lake. 

Ironically, most of the attention has 
been focused on the Des Plaines River 
flooding this year in Libertyville where 
no control measures are available. 
Homeowners along the Fox River sur- 
rounded by water the past several weeks 
are wondering when there will be an offi- 
cial inquiry about their situation. 

A number of Chain O'Lakes residents 
who gather their data by looking out their 
living room window claim the normal 
winter draw down for the 64,000 acre 
body of water did not occur. Dropping 
the water level in fall provides holding 
capacity for melting snow and spring 
rains. 

If officials of the Illinois Dept. of 
Transportation, who are responsible for 
the operation of the McHenry Dam, were 
neglectful, flood damage along the Fox 
River in Lake County was man-made. 
The same can be said for North 
Libertyville Estates where through man's 
own stupidity, damage was invited by 
permitting building to take place in a 
natural flood plain. 

What's the bottom line of all this? 
Messing with Mother Nature is 
dangerous. If river banks are developed, 
be prepared to pay the consequences with 
or without dams or other, control devices.

Time to put schools 
on a strict diet

In 1989, Springfield politicians passed 
the largest state tax increase in the nation, 
S1.3 billion, creating the Illinois reces- 
sion and destroying more than 10,000 
jobs each year since then. Now they say 
the income tax should be increased again 
because they made numerous "cuts" to the 
state budget 

But when was the budget of the State 
of Illinois actually cut? Is there anyone 
'alive old enough to remember? When I 
say "cut," I don't use the word the way 
politicians do, when they mean "cut the 
rate of increase." I mean "cut" the way me 
word is defined in Webster's Dictionary. 
Certainly not within recent memory. 

In 1988 the budget for the State of 
' Illinois was $20.7 billion. By 1994, de- 
spite the "budget cuts" put in effect by 
Springfield politicians, the state budget 
will have risen to more than 529 billion. 
That's a mind-boggling 40 percent in- 
crease since 1988. 

Where is the money going? Taxpayers 
have not seen their services from the state 
increase 40 percent since 1988. Illinois 
taxpayers have this sinking feeling that 
they are getting back less than 25 cents 
for each dollar that they are forced to send 
to Springfield, and they're right Except 
for those who have jobs or contracts with 
the state or local governments, taxpayers 
are getting precious little for their tax dol- 
lars. If their children are attending private 
schools, they are getting even less. 

* Twenty three percent of the state bud- 
get in 1992 went to education bureaucrats, 
and 21 percent to public aid providers and 
recipients. That's 44 percent of the entire 
$27.6 billion state budget 

Test scores of public school students 
have been dropping for three decades. 
"Honesty requires me to ask you why you 
persist in funding an industry whose labor 
productivity by most standards in lower 
now than in 1940," says Ohio University 
Professor Richard Vedder. Why indeed? 
Practically all studies have shown that 
school achievement level and income of 
their parents, who impart values to their 
children that include the important goal of 
being well educated. One does not raise 
the income level of these parents (and the 
scores of their children) by raising their 
taxes. 

But surely, one will ask, aren't public 
schools making good use of tax dollars? It 
depends on who defines "good." Education 
bureaucrats enthusiastically spend every 
tax dollar extracted from skeptical taxpay- 
ers. They even show a certain amount of 
flair in carrying out this task. Recently, 
in Morton High School Dist 201, where 
some shop and gym teachers make over 
$61,000 for 8 1/2 months of employ- 
ment the Morton High School board and 
staff held a summer weekend workshop, 
not at a motel or hotel in their commu- 
nity, but at the Abbey, a honeymooner's 
resort in Wisconsin, where in three days 



they ran up a bill of $16,585.81, includ- 
ing a $500 bar bill. During the 1991-92 
school year, the school board and adminis- 
trators ran up $32,839 in credit card ex- 
penses, and $19,276 in travel expenses. 

A 1991 study by NTU of Hinsdale 
High School Dist 86 revealed that the 
two relatively small district high schools, 
each with approximately 1,500 students, 
were serviced by six librarians; receiving 
an average annual gross salary of 
$57,140, higher than the salaries of the 
librarians at the Library of Congress. At 




the two high schools, S100.000 was di- 
vided among teachers to coach the football 
teams to victory. This was on top of their 
hefty salaries and generous fringe benefits. 
$30,000 supplemented the incomes of the 
lucky staffers who got to coach the cheer- 
leader and pom-pon squads. 

Currently in Hinsdale High School 
Dist 86 t for an 8 1/2 month school year, 
the average gross salaries (including 
stipends) of gym teachers is $71,337 and 
four gym teachers receive gross salaries of 
more than $80,000. One gym teacher re- 
ceives a gross salary of $86,426. 

Taxpayers should ask why the number 
of Chicago Public School employees rose 
12 percent from 1987 to 1991, from 
41,389 to 46,257, when the enrollment 
dropped five percent in the same period. 
According to, despite the "reform" act of 
1988, the Chicago Public School budget 
rose an astounding 52 percent from fiscal 
year 1987 to 1993, from $1.7 billion to 
$2.6 billion. 

It is time the public school system in 
Illinois is put on a strict diet Private in- 
dustry has slimmed down, become more 
efficient and more accountable to its 
clients. The same must be demanded of 
public schools and of their generous sugar 
daddy, the state government 

The bloated state budget should be 
cut — truly cut The state income tax 
should be rolled back to 1989 levels: "The 
"temporary" $400 million income tax 
surcharge that will expire this June 30 
should not be reinstated, and the "perma- 
nent" $400 million income tax surcharge 
should be rolled back. Fmally, the legisla- 
ture should reinstate the property tax dou- 
ble deduction for homeowners. These ac- 
tions will restore the more than 10,000 
jobs that have been lost each year since 
1989 and will improve parents income 
and their children's education. Taxpayers 
should demand no less.

barns which he matches to form new 
homes. 

Currently Bott is working on a project in 
Silver Lake.WIs. He is taking parts of two 
barns, one was built in 1852 in 
Sheboygan, Wis. and another was con- 
structed in Long Grove in 1882. 

"We use all the wall frame, rafters, and 
the floor joints. The siding and miscel- 
laneous boards are refinished, The floor, 
staircase, and casings are all made from 
antique materials. These are materials 
that usually go to the dumps. 

"There are seven wall sections weighing 
2,000 to 3,000 pounds each. They will 
raise them one at a time and plug In hori- 
zontal beams and those will hold the 
rafters. 

"A home like this has a soul to it," he 
said. 

Bott finds the barns in rural areas and in 
places where developments are coming 
in. 

"I get them offered to me for free or pay 
a small amount for salvage rights. If it is in 
an urbanized area, I take the them down 
as a public service because of develop- 
ment," Bott. said. 

He said each part of the barn is num- 
bered before they are taken apart 

Bott became involved with refurbishing 

when he was working his way through 

college in the 1970s. The first barn he 

- made Into a house came from Grayslake 

in I960. 

"It was too beautiful to be torn down. 
We put it up in the Chain of Lakes area. 



Now refurbishing is three-fourths of our 
business." 

The building of these barns was quite a 
process and a communty event 

These would be assembled on the 
ground by a master framer. He might

spend the entire summer cutting this. It 
took maybe 100 people, so the fanner had 
to be on good terms with everybody. They 
would raise it up 8 to 10 feet and it would 
fit perfectly. 

"By the end of the day a building would 
not only be erected, be sheeted and 
putting shingles on it 

"It was something of a major cultural 
event. It was where young men went and 
met their future wives." Bott said. 

The wood the barns are made of Is of 
better quality than anything that can be 
found at a lumber yard, he said. 

He indicated the wood is crafted from a 
Northern European style. It was the finest 
wood, made by the finest craftsman. 

"Some of this wood will never be found 
again. Some of the structures built of this 
material. are still there since the Norman 
Invasion In 1066," Bott added. 

"The cost to build a home of old barn 
materials is about the same as the cost of 
a custom built home. The material costs 
for the wood Is 35 cents to a dollar If you 
bought the lumber new," Bott added. 

He is also working with the Hagar house 
In McHenry County. The house was built 
in 1870. It Is a unique German architec- 
ture that is the only one of its kind north 
of Chicago.

Once a year we close our agency for a weekend and the 
entire staff gets to visit a cruise port It gives us the chance to 
tour the cruise ships and nearby resorts to sec first hand if we 
would recommend them. O.K., we do have some fun, too. 

This year we picked the port of San Juan. 

I went down a hide earJy with one of my agents to drive 
around and "scout-out" the area so we wouldn't waste any 
time when the rest of the staff arrived later that night. I've dri- 
ven roads all over the world. I've driven goat paths on the 
ancient Island of Malta. I've driven on the left in London. I've 
braved Friday night rush hour traffic in Manhattan. I've even 
found my way around the canals in Amsterdam not knowing 
a word of Dutch.

The first problem was the traffic. It seems that everyone in 
Puerto Rico has a car and, since there is no place to park, 
everyone is out on the road driving!

salons were not equipped for this sort 
of thing, especially when it was long 
term; they had little selection and were 
not sensitive to my needs." 

"i decided to do something about 
this problem when I was in my 40's," 
Goldberg explained. "I started my own 
medical hair prostheses business after 
taking business classes at Harper and 
receiving some technical training." 

Seven years ago Goldberg, a Buffalo 
Grove resident, founded Hair Re- 
sponse, Inc. in Arlington Heights. The 
hair prostheses firm makes custom 
wigs, eyebrows and other hair pieces, 
such as mustaches, for those suffering 
from medically related hair loss. 

"Since then, I have gone all over the 
country giving talks, working with sup- 
port groups, including a children's 
group in the western suburbs."

Goldberg is also a vocal advocate 
for early detection of breast cancer.

Jesse Claes also 
performed a dance for all who were there. 

Greene said that there were over 60

I 
spent a lot of time in the hospital and 
nursing was a natural career choice." 

After receiving her registered asso- 
ciate nursing degree at the College of 
Lake County, she worked for a short 
period on - a Highland Park Hospital's 
medical /surgical unit before coming to 
Good Shepherd in 1980. Following a 
three-year stint on a medical /surgical 
unit, Hisel "found her niche" in the ob- 
stetrics area. 

"In obstetrics, you're every kind of 
nurse there is — from an emergency, 
surgical and psychiatric nurse to a la- 
bor, nursery and baby nurse. 

"We don't just rock babies all day," 
Hisel stated, dismissing the stereotype 
some have of obstetric nurse duties. 
"We're highly educated professionals 
who manage the whole realm of pa- 
tient care. We deal with two patients 
(the mom and the baby) at one time 
and when an emergency arises, it has 
to be dealt with competently and 
quickly. There isn't one part of nursing 
that isn't covered when you're an ob- 
stetrics nurse." 

Continuous education is key to Mis- 
el's approach to her profession. She re- 
ceived her bachelor of science In nurs- 
ing degree in 1989 at Northern Illinois 
Univ., was certified in inpatient obstet- 
rics in 1990 through the National Certi- 
fication Corp. for obstetric, gynecologic 
and neonatal specialties, served on the 
EHS perinatal council which sponsors 
educational nursing conferences and is 
a cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR)

instructor. In addition, she established 
a monthly Infant/child CPR class for 
the community, publishes a quarterly 
obstetrics newsletter and is a member 
of the Association of Women's Health, 
Obstetrics and Neonatal Nurses. 

The Nurse of the Year award isn't 
Hisei's first honor. In 1992, she received 
a Distinguished Service Award from 
Good Shepherd in recognition of her 
efforts for the hospital and the com- 
munity. 

When asked what the greatest re- 
wards of her profession are, Hisel an- 
swers simply, "Just to have a healthy 
baby delivered and for somebody to say 
'thank you.' No one asks for anything 
else." 

Hisel said she hopes to make her 12 
months as Nurse of the Year a working 
title instead of a silent honor. "I plan to 
go into the community and schools to 
let people know more about nursing 
and help with recruitment efforts." 

Her future personal plans include 
travel and, hitting the trail again on 
another cattle drive. "My husband 
wants to go back right away, but a cruise 
looks more exciting to me at this 
point."

For many people, the

[garden conjures up im- 
ages of English estates, 
complete with full-time 
gardeners. ' 

Busy homeowners, 
wanting to keep things 
simple, tend to stick to the 
basics: petunias or 
marigolds in sunny spots, 
lpatiens in the shade. 

While there's nothing 
>rrong with these standard 
annuals, there are literally 
hundreds of others avail- 
able as transplants at any 
garden center. Many are 
the traditional favorites 
your grandmother might 
have grown. They're Just 
as easy to plant and they 
offer much more in terms 
of beauty and fragrance as 
well as cut flowers for the 
house. 

You can start anytime 
after the weather settles 
down, but starting later in 
the season can actually be 
a plus. You'll find large 
transplants at the garden 



center already in bloom. 

Building the border 
Choose a spot that gets 
full sun, preferably facing 
south. If you're planting 
against a foundation or 
garden wall, put tall- 
growers at the rear, and 
graduate downwards to 
the front, finishing with 
low-growing edging 
plants. In a bed or border 
that will be viewed from 
both sides, put tall plants 
in the center. 

Traditional favorites: 
Tall-growing plants to 
consider are Hollyhocks, 
Foxglove and common or 
Mexican Sunflowers. 
Medium-sized plants for 
the middle ground in- 
clude Calendula, Cosmos, 
Dahlias, Forget-me-nots, • 
Snapdragons, Stock and 
Zinnias. For the forward 
edges of the border, tried- 
and-true varieties include 
Alyssum, Ageratum, Lo- 
belia and Verbena 

One-step weeding and 
feeding: Before plugging 



In your transplants, re- 
move any existing weeds 
and apply a good weed 
preventer with plant food. 
Scratch It into the soli, 
plant and water well. This 
and a second application 
about four weeks later will 
prevent competition from 
new weeds, feed your 
flowers and save you 
plenty of unnecessary 
work. 

How to make cut 
flowers last: Cut flowers 
early In the morning 
when they have the 
highest water content and 
place immediately into a 
bucket of water. Change 
the water in vases daily. 

Autumn Ideas: This 
fall, add spring flowering 
bulbs like daffodils and 
tulips to your border. 
When they're through 
blooming in late spring or 
early summer, begin 
plugging in your annuals 
again to hide the fading 
bulb foliage and rebuild 
| your cut flower border.

Garden staples like 
tomatoes, peppers, cab- 
bage and cauliflower are 
decorative, as well as de- 
licious, and make natural 
growing companions for 
flowers. Vegetable, 
gardening this way is fast 
and simple. 

•Okay to start late In 
the season: Except in very 
cold climates, you can 
plug in many vegetables 
transplants right up until 
mid-summer and have a 
reasonable expectation "of 
a crop before frost Hot- 
weather crops like toma- 
toes and peppers, in fact, 
will be stunted if they're 
planted out too early. The 
trick is to look for early- 
maturing varieties and 
buy the biggest, sturdiest 
transplants you can find. 
Many garden centers now 
offer large plants in one- 
gallon containers, often- . 
already starting to bear 
fruit 

•Good varieties to try: 
Vegetables for the flower 
border should have a 
compact, bush-like 
growth habit You don't 
want vines snaking across 
the lawn. Tomatoes to 
look for include early-ma- 
turing "Bush Beefsteak" 
and "Celebrity. " Good 




sweep peppers to try are 
"California Wonder" and 
"Stokes Early Hybrid." You 
can grow hot peppers like 
jalapenos for salsa, too. 
•Where and how to 
plant: Pick areas that get 
full sun for at least six 
hours per day. Foundation 
walls facing south are 
great because they offer 
protection and reflected 
warmth. Gear a space and 
apply a weed preventer 
with plant food. Scratch it 
into the soil surface then 
plug in your transplant 
Plant tomatoes (especially 
leggy, late-season trans- 
plants) deep, right up to 
the first set of leaves. Then 
water thoroughly. Four" 
weeks later, make a sec- 
ond application of plant 



food. Two applications 
will prevent competition 
from new weeds for three 
months, feed plants and 
save lots of garden labor. 
When the product Is 
through working, it 
biodegrades. 

•Water: Letting your 
sprinkler do the work is 
fine, but don't water too 
close to sundown. Veg- 
etable plants should go to 
bed dry to avoid disease 
and pest problems. Better 
still, lay down lengths of 
soaker hose or driplines, 
which are available in kits 
for any size garden, 

•Enjoying the harvest: 

With a little practice, you 
can learn to grow what 
you enjoy eating In com- 
bination flower and veg- 
etable gardens. Many 
flowers, including 
marigolds and nastur- 
tiums, are edible and 
make excellent compan- 
ion plants for vegetables. 
If you get started very 
late and end up with a 
bumper crop of green 
tomatoes, don't despair. If 
they're not too green, 
tomatoes will ripen in a 
cool, dark spot like the 
basement — not on a 
sunny windowsill! Or use 
them green in recipes for 
piccalilli, mincemeat or 
green tomato pie.

Roses 

The word alone con- 
es thoughts of lush 
eauty and sweet fra- 
rance, as it has for cen- 
ries. Without a doubt, 
oses are the best known 
nd most beloved flower 
n history, and their popu- 
arity continues unabated 
o this day. 

The reasons are clear, 
here are hundreds of va- 
ieties available in a 
aleidoscope of colors, 
hapes and blossom type, 
oses are easy to grow, 
ven for the novice gar- 
cncr, and most plants 
re quite hardy, meaning 
at they will withstand 
e elements and return 
igger and better year af- 
ter year. 

There are three secrets 
o growing thriving roses. 
First, purchase only top- 
quality bushes in either 
containers or bare-root 
format. Second, be sure to 
plant roses in a sun-rich 
area where the drainage is 
good. Third, apply a bal- 
anced, time-released 
plant food which provides 
the major nutrients 
(nitrogen, phosphorous 
and potassium) and vital 
minor elements needed 
for a quick start and sus- 
tained vigorous growth for 
the entire growing season. 

Picking roses 



Roses are available in 
a great many shapes and 
sizes, one of which will be 
right for you and your 
yard. For example, Hybrid 
teas are among the most 
popular roses due to their 
wide color scheme, strong 
aroma and their ability to 
grow from two to six feet 
tall. Shrub roses grow 
from she to 10 feet tall and 
require little in the way of 
care once planted. Flori- 
bundas grow their flowers 
in impressive clusters, 
while miniature roses 
grow equally beautiful, yet 
proportionately smaller 
blooms. Rambling roses 
are also referred to as 
climbers, even though 
that's a bit of a misnomer. 
Rambling roses don't 
have tendrils to help them 
creep up a fence or a trel- 
lis, so they need to be tied 
in place. The result, de- 
pending on the variety, is 
the same: either bright 
clusters of flowers or sin- 
gle, lovely blooms all in a 
row. 

What is the right rose 
plant for your garden? 
That depends. There are 
many books available on 
the subject, or you can ask 
for help from the staff at 
your local lawn and gar- 
den retailer or nursery. 
Planting roses 

Whatever your choice 



of rose type and variety, 
the most important ele- 
ment in growing it suc- 
cessfully is planting the 
bush properly. Start by se- 
lecting a planting site that 
receives at least six hours 
of sunlight dally and pro- 
vides adequate air circula- 
tion and water drainage. 
Do not plant roses near 
trees or other very large 
plants, as they will battle 
for available moisture, 
with the roses quite likely 
losing the fight. 

Rose bushes are sold 
either In containers or 
bare root Bare-root roses 
should be put into the 
ground as soon as possi- 
ble after purchase. If a 
bare-root bush can't be 
planted immediately, 
keep the plant in its 
wrapping and store it in a 
cool, airy place until you 
are ready. Container rose 
plants simply need to be 
kept moist, but can be 
planted at any time. 

The key to good soil is 
aeration, which allows for 
the free flow of air an wa- 
ter, while giving plant 
roots the chance to reach 
deep and wide into the 
ground. Work coarse 
builder's sand and or- 
ganic matter, such as 
compost or sphagnum 
peat moss, into the soil to 
a depth of 18 inches, 



turning the soil over' sev- 
eral times to ensure that 
the materials are spread 
well. 

When you are ready to 
plant, dig the planting 
hole one and a half feet 
deep and two-feet wide. 
To plant bare-root roses, 
create a firm mound or 
cone in the hole's middle. 
After removing the plant's 
wrapping, spread open its 
roots, running away any 
that are broken, then 
place them over the cone 
and cover with soil. The 
bud union (the knob 
where roots meet 
branches) should be 



planted one to two inches 
below the ground in areas 
of the country where it 
snows. In warmer cli- 
mates, it should be placed 
at one inch above the soil 
line. Water immediately. 
The process for planting 
container roses is essen- 
tially the same. However, 
there is no need to build a 
cone of soil. Simply place 
the rose in the hold at the 
level at which it was in the 
container. The container 
■should be removed before 
planting. 
Continued rose care 

To ensure that roses 
grow vigorously, keep soil 



moist but not soggy, par- 
ticularly on the days im- 
mediately after planting. 
Also, a time-release plant 
food will deliver vital nu- 
trients to the roots as 
needed. 

A traditional symbol of 
love and affection, roses 
have long been revered 
the flower of royalty. From 
"rosy" cheeks to the Rose 
Bowl parade, the beauty of 
roses has now worked its 
way into our everyday 
lives.

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Windowsill herbs: For memorable recipes, health 



If your experience 
with herbs has been lim- 
ited to shaking a few 
flakes of dried oregano 
out of a jar, there's a 
whole world of enjoyment 
and satisfaction you can 
explore right in your own 
kitchen. 

Most herbs, including 
culinary (for cooking), 
fragrance and medicinal 
types, will thrive indoors 
in a sunny window, under 
fluorescent lights, or using 
a combination of both. 
Your own windowsill herb 
garden can supply the 
precious ingredients for 
exciting recipes, healthful 
herbal teas, natural, gen- 
tle cosmetics and fragrant 
sachets and potpourri to 
use at home or as 
thoughtful gifts. 

Herbs are easy, Inex- 
pensive and truly reward- 
ing to grow at home. 

Here's how. 

•What kinds to 
choose: Herbs are avail- 
able at garden centers as 
seeds or started trans- 
plants. Generally speak- 
ing, herbs are either an- 
nuals, which grow for a 
season or two and die, or 
perennials, which can live 
for many years and be- 
come quite large. 

Sweet Bay, for exam- 



ple, the secret to savory 
soups and stews, will grow 
into a medium-sized tree 
indoors. Other familiar 
culinary herbs include 
annuals such as basil, co- 
riander, dill and parsley, 
as well as perennials such 
as marjoram, oregano, 
rosemary, sage and 
thyme. 

You also can grow 
catnip, a perennial, for a 
nerve-soothing tea and 
contented housecats. 
Lavender, lemon verbena, 
and scented geraniums 
are all long-lived peren- 
nials that will lend then- 
heady aromas to herbal 
bathwaters, sachets and 
potpourris. Lovage, a 
hardy perennial that can 
reach six feet indoors, has 
long been used to make 
natural mouthwashes, 
while both spearmint and 
peppermint are said to be 
effective against 
headaches and indiges- 
tion. 

•How to grow herbs 
indoors: Whether you start 
herbs from seed or trans- 
plants, grow them in a 
light mix of potting soil 
with some sand or verml- 
culite added for good 
drainage. 

Perennial herb seed 
can be started in shallow 



pans or flats and trans- 
planted to individual 4- 
inch pots when the plants 
are a couple of inches tall. 

Annual herbs like 
parsley, dill, coriander 
and caraway don't trans- 
plant well and should be 
sown in the container in 
which they will remain. 

Keep seeded con- 
tainers in a warm spot and 
uniformly moist until the 
seeds sprout, then move 
them into a sunny spot If 
natural light is insufficient 
(at least four hours of sun 
per day) supplement it 
with fluorescent "grow 
lights." Plants growing in 
strong light need regular 
watering and feeding with 
a good liquid fertilizer. 
Using this combination, 
you can produce a surpris- 
ingly large harvest in- 
doors. 

•Enjoy the harvest: As 
a general rule, you may 
harvest herbs gradually, 
snipping off a couple of 
inches as needed, but 
never removing more 
than about a third of the 
total plant. 

Some herbs, espe- 
cially if grown for seed 
(dill, is one example) 
might be allowed to ma- 
ture, then harvested and 
used whole. 



•Herbal vinegars: Use 

these to add zest to a 
salad, as a bracing facial 
splash, or natural after- 
shampoo conditioner. 

Begin by combining 
either white or red wine 
vinegars and your favorite 
herbs. Some chefs like to 
let the herbs steep in the 
vinegar for a few weeks, 
and then drain and rebot- 
tle, but this Is not strictly 
necessary. For added fla- 
vor and decorative appeal, 
you can add garlic cloves, 
olives, jalapeno peppers, 
or pimento on wooden 
skewers. 

Try a few different 
food colorings for variety, 
and use clear, clean glass 
bottles. Fancy liquor and 
wine bottles with corks are 
perfect. Herb vinegars 
make lovely, thoughtful 
housewarming gifts that 
soon become a favorite 
kitchen item. 

•Potpourris and sa- 
chets: Recipes for these 
generally call for the addi- 
tion of scented oils. It's 
possible to make your 
own, but you would prob- 
ably need more herbs 
then you can practically 
grow indoors. 

Scented oils, along 
with powdered orris root, 
a fixative, are available at 
craft stores, along with 
other dried items, like 




rose petals, that you can 
use along with your own 
herbs to make personal 
potpourri combinations. 

Choose a combina- 
tion you like— say, laven- 
der, rosemary and scented 
geranium — crumble the 
ingredients together, and 
add about a half ounce of 
the fixative and a few 
drops of scented oil to 
every three to four cups of 
herbs or flower petals. 
Seal the mixture up In 
tightly covered jars for a 
few weeks while the scent 
blends and fixes, then use 
uncovered in baskets, jars 
or sewn up into sachets. 

•Enhancing home- 
cooked meals: With herbs 
at your fingertips in the 
kitchen, you'll discover 



creative cooking impulses 
you never knew you had. 
Herbs can turn ordinary 
foods into gourmet treats, 
and they're a great way to 
add flavor and excitement 
to salt-free diets. 

Use your windowsill 
herbs in salads, soups and 
stews, pasta sauces, 
omelets, stuffing, rice and 
vegetables. Remember 
that fresh herbs, though 
more flavorful than dried, 
are less strong, so where a 
recipe calls for, say, a tea- 
spoon of dried herbs, 
double that amount when 
using fresh herbs. 

And after that fabu- 
lous meal, chewing a sprig 
of fresh parsley makes the 
world's best natural 
breath freshener.

Not 
only does it correct the pH 
of an alkaline soil because 
of its high pH level {3.8 to 
4.5), it improves the fri- 
ability as well. (Friable is a 



term that refers to a soil 
that Is loose enough for 
water and air to pass 
through freely, yet sticky 
enough that individual 
particles bind together). 

A fistful of moist, fri- 
able soil forms a ball in 
the hand and then crum- 
bles and falls apart when 
you release the pressure. 

Fertility also is Impor- 
tant, as most perennials 
do best when the soil is 
above-average infertility 
or is "rich." Be sure to 
choose a fertilizer that 
works for your perennial, 
and follow manufacture's 
instructions.

Monitoring child's care 



Most of the problems 
that arise with child care 
providers are minor an- 
noyances, but it is impor- 
tant for parents to be alert 
to more serious situations. 
It is sometimes hard to 
know whether or not to be 
concerned. Your child can 
help you decide, even if 
not yet old enough to talk. 

Changes in your 
child's attitudes and be- 
havior may be signs of 
child care problems, or 
they may simply be part of 
the maturation process. 
Be alert, but don't jump to 



conclusions. Listen, 
watch, wait, be aware and 
sympathetic. Talk to your 
child and the caregiver. 
Most problems are short- 
lived and innocent in na- 
ture. 

Serious problems, such 
as mental, physical or 
sexual abuse are rare, but 
unfortunately they do oc- 
cur. Abused children show 
symptoms. They may be 
usually clingy, show fear 
of avoidance of particular 
people, or show drastic 
changes in temperament. 
They may have difficulty 
eating or sleeping. They 



may have physical signs of 
abuse, such as unex- 
plained (or illogically ex- 
plained) burns, bruises, or 
other injuries, genital 
bleeding or bruising, or 
difficulty swallowing. 
They ma re-enact their 
own abuse with dolls, 
drawings or friends. 

Suspected abuse 
should be reported to the 
Illinois Child Abuse Hot- 
line: 1(800)252-2873. an 
investigation will be con- 
ducted and law enforce- 
ment authorities will be 
notified.
